Tt is pretty well: established, 
for instance, that high: blood 
pressure does its chicf damaga, 
not in the body's big arteries 
but in tte countless tiny ves- 


sels which actually foed organs | in 


and tissues. It has also: been 
demonstratetl that ‘most people 
who suffer: from high blood 
pressure have an_ inereased 
resistance to the flow of blood 
through thes small vessels 


Nervous Tension 


Overwork and worry, or 
any —condition-- whieh causer 
nervous tension, may cause 
the tiny blood vessels to con- 
tract and thus increase the re- 
sistance of tho’ flow of the 


blood through them. For this], 


reason, rest ond sedatives or

Buenos Aires, July 17,— 
The newspaper, La Prensa, 
devoted four columns today 
to unofiteial “highlights” of a 
proposed law which would 
give the Government of Pre- 
sident Juan Peron nearly 
total control of the Argen- 
tine intellectual activity. 


The bill, known as the “draft 
luw of the Intellectual worker,” 
would create a natlonal registry 
for scientists, writers, creative 
orlists, musiclans and 
architects, - : 


The version printed by the 
Influential daily said the law 
would cstablish. standards for 
theatrical presentations, spec- 
ches, phonographic recordings, 
and. other items of a general 
nature “and set penalties for 
violators." . ‘It also established 
cultural quotas requiring news- 
Papers and. magazines to devoto 
dixed proportlons of their total 
space to Argentine work and 
sets up similar requirements 
for libraries and publishers. ° 


The proposed law, drafted by 
the Government - sponsored 
“National Intellectual Com- 
mittee,” was submitted last 
September to the Education 
Secretary. Since that time it 
has been reported to be “under 
study”. but no official decision 
has yet been announced. The 
text of the bill has never been 
oMcially published, but reports 
of its nature have stimulated a 
heated debate for -months in 
Argentine intellectual circles,
